Draft Rules and Regulations Made \ lain 


XVIII. 


C'aims for Discharge by Perioni Engaged in Indus- 


trie* or Agriculture. 


Claims for discharge from liability for military sen-ice upon the 


ground that the claimant, is "engaged in the industries, including ag- 
riculture, necessary to the maintenance of the Military Establishment, 
or the effectiTe operation of the military forces, or the maintenance 
of the national interest during the emergency," must be filed with : 
tbe Local Board by wh'.ch the person was called, on or before the 
FIFTH day after the date of the mailing ot the notice of call. 


Affidavits in support or in opposition to the claim for discharge 


must be filed within FIVE days after the filing of the claim. The claim, 
affidavits and records will be transmitted to the District Board, that 
body alone having Jurisdiction in cases under this class of claimants. 


The word "necessary," as used In .describing the persons who may 


claim discharge under the provision of the Selective Service Act, 
"shall be construed and held to- mean that the discontinuance of, or 


• -serious' interruption in. the particular, designated, industrial enter- 
:. prise, or the• particular, designated, agriculture enterprise in which 


the person is engaged would result in substantial material low and 


, detriment to, the ftde4uate and effective maintenance of the Military 
' 
L- Establishment, or the adequate and effective operation of the military 


forces, or the maintenance of national interest during the emergency." 


The words "personn engaged iu Industries, including agriculture," 


shall not be construed and held to mean that a person engaged in a 
particular enterprise or "particular agricultural enterprise is to be dis- 


• chaced by reason of the fact that such class, of industry, tak«n as a 


' wSole, or agriculture, taken in its entirety, ib necessary to the main- 
tenance of the Military Establishment, or the effective operation of the 
military forces, or the maintenance of the national interest during the 
emergency. 


In order to substantiate any such claim for discharge the evidence 


submitted must establish that particular, designated, industrial enter- 
prise, or particular, designated, agricultural enterprise is necessary 


. .in the sense denned by the Selective Service Act. 


The evidence mu«t also establish, even If the particular industrial 


enterprise or particular agricultural enterprise is found necessary for 
the purposes of the act. that the continuance therein of the person 
making the claim is necessary to the maintenance thereof, and that he 
cannot be replaced by another person without direct, substantial ma- 
terial loss and detriment to the adequate and- effective operation of 
the particular industrial enterprise or particular agricultural enter- 
pis* in which he is engaged. 


If from the evidence submitted in support of a claim 
for 
dis- 


charge it appears to the District Board that the claimant "is neces- 
sary." in the sense construed and held by the Selective Service Act, a. 
certificate o" discharge from immediate liability for mili'lury service 
shall be.issued, subject to the same limitations and conditions as cer- 
tificates of exemption or discharge for other causes. 


If the claim is denied the claimant may appeal to the President 


on a form provided for that purpose, to be filed with 
the District 


Board denying the claim for discharge, within SEVEN day's after the 
board shall have mailed notice of denial of claim. 


In order to assist in securing uniformity In decision and practice 


of the district boards the President, in his discretion, may from time 
to time ascertain which Indusiries ars necessary for 
the 
purpose 


specified in the act, and certify to the district boards such designated 
industry or industries. In order to establish claim of discharge from 
any enterprise so certified, the evidence submitted to 
the 
district 


boards must establish, the fact that the continuance of the claimant 
therein is necessary to the maintenance thereof and that he cannot be 
replaced by another. 


It shall be the duty of the district boards to ascertain by its own 


methods the existing conditions in industries that may be claimed to 
be necessary and the agricultural conditions as a whole within their 
jurisdiction, as they m:iy be affected by the drafting Into the military 
service of the men called by the Local Boards. 


r. shall be the duty of the district boards to ascertain as near as 


may be the labor supply available for such necessary Industries and 
for agriculture outside of the men called for military sccvice; and to 
take into consideration" all such facts in determining such claims, and 
the effect of the effort* of governmental agencies to mobilize and to 
make such labor more «:mciem. 


If. in the opinion of the di»trlct boards, the direct substantial 


material loss to any such Industrial or agricultural 
enterprise out- 


weighs the loss that would remilt from the failure to obtain the mili- 
tary service of any suub pi-rson. a certificate of discharge may 
be 


•-Issued. 


Decisions on claims for discharge In such cases shall be made 


within five days after 'he closing of r roofs.

Draft Rules and Regulations Made Plain 


xri. 


Procedure When a Wife or Other Person Files a Claim 


of Discharge on Behaif of a Married Man. 


If the husband does not himself file a claim for discharge from the 


Selective Draft, with supporting affidavits, the wife or any person in 
respect of the husband may Hie such claim. 


The form of the documents in either case is substantially the same 


as that to be used by a husband when filing the claim himself, with 
only such minor changes as are necessary to adapt the form lo the 
purpose. If the wife, or other person, file a claim it must be support- 
ed by affidavits just as in the case of the husband's application, except 
that the affidavits of two heads of famines must be made instead of 
one as in the cape of the husband filing the claim. 


•\\hcn a claim of discharge is filed by a married man. or by his 


wife, or by another person not his wife, tbe marriage certificate, or a 
certified copy of it, must be presented lo the Local Board. In case the 
certificate, or a copy thereof, cannot be procured the affidavit of two 
pel-sons, stating that they were "present at the marriage ceremony of 
said persons, and witnessed the sau.e," must be furnished. 


If persons who witnessed the ceremony are not procurable the 


affidavits of two persons must be produced setting forth the fact, on
